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Claim 8 (New): The method according to Claim 6, wherein the compound 
represented by the formula (I) is 4-bromo-6-[3-(4-chlorophenyl)propoxy-5-(3- 
pyridylmethylamino)-3(2H)-pyridazinone or 4-bromo-6-[3-(4-chlorophenyl)-3- 
hydroxypropoxy]-5-(3-pyridylmethylamino)-3(2H)-pyridazinone. 

Claim 9 (New): The method according to Claim 6, wherein the pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable salt is an organic acid salt or an inorganic acid salt. 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended): A method for treating chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease in a mammalian subject in need of such treatment, the method comprising 
administering a 3(2H)-pyridazinone compound represented by the formula (I) or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof to the subject to treat chronic obstructive pulmonary 
disease:
